Senator Penrose Submits Compromise

Bill, but It Meets W ith Defeat. 


W ashington, July 26.—The progres­ 
sive Republicans overthrew the repu 
Jar Republicans In the senate and 
Joined with the D em ocrats in passing 
the I m Follette woolen tariff revision 
bill aa a substitute for the Democratic 
m easure fram ed by the house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
The La Follette bill was adopted by 
a vote of 47 to 2d, less than two hours 
after 
the 
Republican 
leaders 
had 
achieved w hat they believed was a vic­ 
tory when a com prom ise subm itted by 
Senator Penrose was passed In tho 
com m ittee of the whole. 
The sudden term ination of the wool 
tariff fight cam e as the climax of a 
day full of surprising events. 
The 
D em ocratic house bill for a revision 
of the wool tariff was technleally be 
fore the senate. The progressives first 
voted for Senator Cum m ins’ substi­ 
tute, the rates of which were slightly 
above those of the D em ocratic bill. 
They were here defeated, 57 to 14. 
Then Senator Penrose cam e forward 
with a com prom ise m easure consider­ 
ably higher than the Democratic bill, 
but which regular and progressive Re­ 
publicans believed they could agree 
upon. 


Cummins Takes the Lead. 


Led by the defeated Senator Cum­ 
m ins, who said he would accept the 
Penrose bill as a "step in the right 
direction,” all but three of the pro­ 
gressives rallied to the support of the 
Penrose m easure and it was adopted 
by the narrow m argin of 34 to 32. 
This took place in what was known as 
the ecm m ittee of the whole. 
Tho 
am ended m easure then passed Into 
th e senate proper. 
In the m eantim e Senator La Fol­ 
lette, who, with Senators Clapp and 
Xenyon, had joined th e D em ocrats in 
voting against th e Penrose substitute, 
saw an opportunity again to pass his 
bill of 1911, which President T aft had 
vetoed 
There was a quick rally of progres­ 
sive forces and the La Follette bill 
was introduced as a substitute for the 
already am ended bill. 
It becam e the 
substitute for the D em ocratic house 
bill and as such the senate Anally 
parsed it, 47 to 20. 
The progressives who joined with 
the Dem ocrats in auopting the Ia Fol­ 
lette substitute were Borah, Bristow, 
Clapp, Crawford, Cummins, Gronna, 
Kenyon, 1a Follette, Poindexter and 
W orks. 
Bill Goes Back to House. 


The am ended bill goes back to the 
house of representatives and the re­ 
sulting tariff situation is exactly that 
which followed the adoption of a wool­ 
en tariff In the special session of ISI I. 
The La Follette bill is the sam e as 
passed then by the senate, with a raw 
wool duty of SO per cent and an aver­ 
age duty of 55 per cent on manufac­ 
tured goods. 
The house bill is the 
sam e as then passed by the house, 
w ith the raw wool duty of 20 per cent. 
Out of these two m easures the con­ 
ference com m ittee last year evolved a 
com prom ise which P resident T aft ve­ 
toed because the tariff board had not 
com pleted its woolen Investigation. A 
conference com m ittee will again take 
up the two bills and attem pt to fram e 
a substitute to send to the president. 
Senator Hourne voted against the 
La Follette bill as a substitute, but 
later voted for the am ended m easure 
on its Anal passage. 
The MoCumber reciprocity amend 
m ent was defeated. Senator Clapp ob 
Jected to again attaching the am end­ 
m ent for the repeal of the reciprocity 
law to the tariff bill. 
He said he did 
not w ant to be understood, however, 
As favoring the reciprocity act, which. 
he believed, the president had forced 
the senate to pass “with the baneful 
lure of patronage.” 
Senator 
W illiams 
declared 
that 
P resident Taft would not veto such a 
woolen tariff bill as the La Follette 
m easure if it were passed by both 
houses and sent to him. 
He said the 
La Follette substitute conformed so 
closely with the tariff board’s recom ­ 
m endations that the president would 
he compelled to sign It if it w ere sent 
to him.

A ssistant Attorney General Knapp 
produced letters, which were adm itted 
as evidence, in which H avem ever is 
said to have discussed with his rejv- 
lesen tatlv es the encroachm ent of in­ 
dependent firms upon the tru st’s ter­ 
ritory and the best m ethods of block­ 
ing the progress of the sm aller com­ 
panies. 
W. H. Chapman, secretary of the 
W estern Sugar Refining company, one- 
half of which was owned by the Have- 
m ever interests until one and a half 
years ago, was called by A ttorney 
Knapp to Identify the correspondence, 
copies of which are in possession of 
the governm ent. 
The m ost im portant letter read was 
one w ritten by H avem ever to J. T. 
W itherspoon, his New* O rleans repre­ 
sentative, on Jan. 8, 1906, at a tim e 
w hen 
th e Callfornia-H aw aiisn com­ 
pany was about to resum e operations. 
It inform ed W itherspoon th at “there 
would be a row on the Pacific coast 
about M arch I" aud that the Crockett 
people intended bringing down 
the 
price on refined sugar. 
This condition would be reflected on 
the 
M issouri river 
territory, Have- 
m eyer w rote, and instructed W ither­ 
spoon to m ake an effort to have the 
railroads give him rates on New Or­ 
leans shipm ents of sugar so he could 
enter the M issouri field on a footing 
w ith the Pacific coast refiners. 
“Things may be adjusted to condi­ 
tions as they exist on M arch I—th a t 
is raw sugar may be a little lower,” 
he w rote W itherspoon.
